MEMORANDUM 


Mr. Ferrier, 
Supt. of Indian Eduds 


he above mentioned school was 
completed some eight or ten years ago a McClary'e hot air 
coal furnace was installed to heat it. A car-load of 
coal was purchased after the school was opened and when 
thie supply was exhausted, it was found more economical 
to heat the school with hardwood, therefore, purchases 
for thie wood were made locally for the past six or eight 
years. This syetem of heating hae not proven very satis- 
factory at any time. inasmuch as it is unhealthy for the 
teacher and the pupile for the following reasone:- In 
the firet place the furnace is so constructed as to burn 
hard coal only, and since the burning of hardwood blocks 
creates smoke and odor, the main draft wae found to be 
too emall to carry off the fumes sufficiently enough and 
the result is that the surplus smoke is forced up through 
the hot air pipes into the class-room which makee conditians 
there rather abominable throughout the winter months. I 
would etrongly advocate the installation of a wood-furnace 
in place of the old one, because wood is plentiful on the 
reserve and is the cheapest in the long run. During my 
visit to Golden Lake some time ago, I made enquiries as to 
the probable cost of such a furnace. Messre. Fluery Bros., 
of Eganville quoted a price of $155.00, subject to change, 
for ite complete installation. The are, of course, other 
firme in neighbouring towns who would quote should it,found 
necessary to call for tenders. Thies firm (Fluery Bros,) by 
whom the present furnace was installed do not seem to care 
about making any allowance for this on a new one, for the 
Treason that it requires to be entirely rebuilt before it 
can be used again for coal. 
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continued 


There is no woodshed in connection 
with this school and same would be necessary in order to 
store the required supply of wood. This could be erected 
on the school grounds at an approximate cost of about $40.09 
ae the lumber can be purchased at Golden Lake. 


It is customary to have the wood cut 
early in the summer in order that it may be fairly dry for 
use in the winter, and this will have to be withheld pending 
the decision of the Department in the matter of re-inetallation, 
ae a wood furnace will require a different length of a stick 
to that used in the coal furnace. 


Trusting thie matter will receive 
favourable consideration.

Apparently the janitor and truant 
office - Mat Barnard -—,is not fulfilling the duties ina 
satisfactory wanner.The teacher was not aware that such a 
person as a truant officer existed,I understand he has not 
asked for or been given the names of truants or absentees 
at any time.The class room has not been scrubbed recently, 
the teacher informs .e that the pupils sweep and dust the 
Glass room every afternoon when school is over,this work 
should be done by the janitor. 


The closets are coupletely filled 
and should be cleaned right away and kept properly cleaned 
out at all times. 


The pwap is out of order and unfit

A sanitary water-cooler and 
individual cups and paper towels. 3. Painting the 
class room a cream or light buff and oiling the floors. 
4. Installation of indoor toilets. 


All of these would be of great help in preventing 
the spread of tuberculosis which is very prevalent 
in the Reserve, as well as adding to the comfort and 
progress of the children.

SCHOOL 


A good frame building in good repair. 
Mrs. George is proving to be an excellent teacher who is 
insisting on much better discipline than the pupils have 
ever been accustomed. There are 30 pupils on roll with 
an average attendance of 24. Isabel Benoit a pupil has not 
been attending school for no reason. Her mother was visited 
and warned. She promised to send Isabel to school, Her 
attendance that afternoon was noted. “inor repairs to desks 
and shelves are necessary at an estimated cost of $12.00. 
This repair work is recommended as necessary. Desks require 
re-spacing and placement on new runners. ‘lhe supplying of 
a better erade of fire wood was discussed with Matt Barnard 
who has supplied the wood for a number of years, He promised 
to have the quality improved. This complaint is not of a 
serious nature. Outside toilets should be cleaned at least 
twice a year instead of once as at present, and lime used 
throughout the year.

During the past week the teacher of the 
Golden Lake Indian Day School reported that some 
person had gotten into the school during the week~ 
end of Oct.e3Ist, and had ransacked the school,.After 
a thorough checkup there did not seem to be anything 
missing. 


I visited the school and found that alt- 
hough the windows had locks on them, none of the locks 
worked as the top sash of each window seems to have 
slipped down. 


I would recommend that these sashes be 
forced back into place and blocks be neiled under then 
to keep them there. Also that « board be placed in a 
slanting position in each window so that the cold air 
will be forced to go upward above the level of the 
children's heads when the windows are opens 


Also I would recommend that a clock be 
supplied to this school. Miss McNulty,the ead¢her,has 
been using her alarm clock during the past month. 
This is very inconvenient for her as she has to carry 
her clock to school in the morning and back home at 
night.She tells me that a clock is a necessity in the 
method she uses to teach.

IT am in receipt of a report from Mr. J. T. 
Anderson, Public School Inspector, on the Golden Lake 
Indian Day School, which reads in part as follows:- 


"TI would urge that the school be given 
a good scrubbing and the out-houses a thorough cleaning 
as soon as possible. It would be well, also, to make 
certain of an adequate supply of good dry wood before 
winter sets in". 


It is of the utmost importance that these 
matters, relating to the operation of our schools, 
be brought to our attention, not by the public school 
inspector, but by our own agent. 


This will be your authority to purchase the 
wood necessary for the heating of the school. It is noted 
from the records that last year we purchased 10 cords of 
hardwood at $6.00 per cord and 2 cords of kindling wood 
at $10.00. 


I have been wondering if it would be possible 
to have the Women's Club take an active interest in the 
school, Would it be possible to have a couple of these 
women or a couple of the senior pupils serub the school 
intermittently? The serubbing of a school floor and the 
dusting of a school should form an indispensable part of 
an Indian pupil's education. Nothing he, or she, can 
learn in the school is of greater importance than this. 

I have been wondering, also, if there are scrapers outside 
the school door and if these boys are taught by the teacher 
to clean their feet before entering the classroom. Indian 
day and residential schools can be kept clean. I have 
visited Indian day schools, in charge of Sisters, that were 
simply spotless. 


In respect to the out-houses, these should be 
kept in a clean and sanitary condition at. all times and 
chloride of lime should be used for this purpose, These 
are matters that you might well discuss witn the teacher, 
and, if you consider it advisable, with the members of the 
women's organization. We are, as you know, taking a 
special interest in the welfare and prozress of the 
Golden Lake Indians, and the program we have in mind should 
certainly include the school.

I acknowledge your letter of July 
I5th, and wish to inform you that the cost of 
paint for the Indian Day School will be with- 
in the fifty dollars mentioned in your letter 
of authority. In fact I beleive that we will 
have enough left to get oil for the floor. I 
have made arrangements with Mr. Knuth a local 
merchant to supply us with Canada Paint Comp- 
any's first quality paint. In our discussion 
of the paint it was suggested that the schooh 
be trimmed with green.

With regard to the fencing of the 
school grounds I would suggest that some kind 
of heavy, meshed lawn fencing be supplied for 
the front while the side and back be fenced 
with ordinery page wire.

In my espimate 
of the cost of this work I stated that I thought 
that I would be able to get posts from the Indians 
When I went to get them all the posts were cut 
six feet long which was tooshort for the kind of 
a fence that we put up, so I had to buy them from 
Mr. Thur a timber dealer. 


The following work was done by 
these men,the toilets moved to the back of the 
school yard, a new floor put on the front porch, 
the grounds completely brushed, mowed and the 
trees trémed to a height of ten feet, & new fen- 
ce put up, the school and toilets painted and 
the elhasetoom floor oiled, They also put new sc- 
reens on the toilets.We had some paint left after 
painting the school so we painted the fence posts 
in the front of the school white and trimmed them 
with green the same as the school.

Your letter of September 11, addressed 
to Dr. McGill, has been passed on to me for consider- 
ation and reply. 


You are probably aware that no Indian 
day or residential schools and no teachers' residences 
have been built by this Department at any time in recent 
years. As a matter of actual fact, none of the schools 
such as the large Indian day school at Caughnawaga have 
been rebuilt since they were destroyed by fire. When 
the Government's immediate post-war building program is 
organized, I am of the opinion that schools destroyed 
by fire throughout the Dominion will have a first claim, 
and rightly so, on our resources. 


The desirability of erecting a teacherage 
at Golden Lake has been reviewed on a number of occasions 
since I entered the Department & years ago. No action 
has been taken, however, for the simple reason that a 
great many teachers, perhaps the majority, prefer to live 
off the reserve where at all possible. You will realize, 
therefore, that we hesitate to proceed with the construct- 
ion of a building in which your successor or successors 
might refuse to reside, However, I have noted with 
interest the suggestion contained in the last two para- 
graphs of your communication. It is my intention to ask 
Mr. Morris to investigate this matter at the time of his 
next visit to Golden Lake.

I wish to inform you that I rep-~ 
aired the Golden Lake Indian Day School as 
per your instructions contained in your lett- 
er dated July I0th, 1944. 


We scraped and varnished the desks, 
Repaired the windows so that they may be lock- 
ed also put in new glass, painted the draft 
boards and library, shortened the benches, 
repaired the broken glass in the door, and 
replaced broken glass in the storm windows, 
built a cement form around the well and cl- 
eaned the well out. 


The way that the windows are built 
we were unable to put hinges on the transoms- 
@o far I have not been able toe get Yale locks 
for the doors as these open outwards and the 
regular Yale lecks are for doors that open in. 
I was unable to get fasteners for the gates 
but a local blacksmith is going to make them. 


Please find attached Voucher No.134 
for groceries and etc. given to Indians for 
labour on this job along with pay sheets cov- 
ering this voucher. The material that was used 
is also included in this voucher.

In a recent inspection trip to Golden Lake Indian 
Reserve, Indian Agent Ruddy advised that he expected there would 
be certain surpluses of building materials after the school 
is completed. I requested him to make a list showing the juantities 
and types when the work on the school is finished, then this would 
be sent to your office for advice as to what should be done with 
the surplus, In my opinion, it should be turned over to Welfare 
to be used for the building of Indian houses. 


Mr. Ruddy also mentioned that Dr. Reeves was very anxious 
to have a small room made available in the basement where Indians 
could be examined and treated on his reguler visit to the Reserve, 
Materials are available to do this job,but it would cost approximately 
$50. for the labowr. I would recommend that Mr. Ruddy be instructed 
to have the work done and payment be made out of the School vote, 
(You will recall I discussed with you on the telephone the advisability 
of charging the Medical Health Services for the materials and labour 
and you stated that you thought that the Schools would pay the 
small cost to make the space available, 


Mr. Ruddy also showed me a large cupboard, which was 
manufactured and delivered to be installed in the kitchen, but said 
that he thought the cupboard would take up too much room, as the 
space was rather small, However, he should be instructed to have the 
cupboard instealled,as provided in the specifications,

as there was no advantage in taking om extra men because, 
due to the weather conditions,they could not do this work. 
We will also have some levelling of the ground to do as 
goon as the frost is out. 


With regard to the amount of money it will take 
to de the rest of the work I would say that if $250.00 
was transfered to Vote 516-110-491 it will definitely 
be suufficient. I would ask you to forward an advance of

You should 
endeavour to influence the Indian parente to allow their children to 
enter St. Joseph's Boarding School. We feel that if the day echool 
wae re-opened the attendance would be so irregular that it would not 
Warrant the nerartment in incurring the expenditure involved in paying 
the teacher's salary and other expenses, Please inform the Indians 
interested accordingly, also that the Department will suthorize the 
admission of any of the children they may send to the Boarding School 
at Fort William, Aprlications and certificates of health on the 
forms for that purnose should be forwarded if any children are sent, 
All particulars on the form should be filled in and they shouls be 
proverly signed in the presence of a subscribing witness,

Mr. Burk, Indian Agent, Port Arthur, 
has disoussed the day school situation at Pic, Sand 
Point, Mobert and Gull Bay. At one time or another 
schools were in operation at all four of these Reserves. 
Mr. Burk is of the opinion that there will be an 
agitation for the reopening of these schools, He 
considere it advisable to experiment with one Reserve, 
ahd suggeste Pic as the most promising. A summer 
school might be qeensee here, as there is an old 
schoolhouse, eesks would be required and, if the work 
was continued during the winter months, arrangements 
would have to be made to put the building in good 
shape. 


I have not suggested to Mr. Burk that he 
advocate comuencing a school at Pic, but if the demand 
ie strong enough we might favourably consider the matter.

Regarding the school situation in this agency 
I beg to submit the following report; 


At Gull Reserve there are between 30 ami 35 
children of school ap6. “THe parents of these children have 
built permanent homes and are most anxious to have school 


facilities for their children on this Reserve. The old 
school at Gull Bay has not been opened for a number of years. 


During the last three years on every visit to 
Gull Bay this matter has been brought to my attention, ami I 
have taken no action owing to the fact that I have hoped to 
enroll thes children in the St. Joseph's Boarding School. I 
find here, as on all other Reserves in this Agency, a strong 
desire on the pa rt of the parents to have their children with 
them, as well as a growing prejudice against Boarding School.s 
I have done all in my power to encourage the parents to send 
their children to the Boarding School but with little success. 


As there are so many children on the Gull Bay 
Reserve receiving no education I would also recommend the 
erection of a mew school and residence at this point. 


The Indians on the above mentioned Reserves are 
gradually taking up farming and have built permanent homes, 
The Indian Day Schools not only educate the children but the 
whole family in modern way of living and in sanitary habits. 

I would recommend that provision be made in the estimates for 
theprection of schools and teachers' residences at Pic, Sand 
Pointand Gull Bay Reserves. 


The approximate cost of these buildings would 
be $20,000.00.

o advise I have just received com- 
tions signed by the Chief, and coun- 
s, of the Gull Bay Band, requesting me 
B-open the school on the Gull Bay Indian 
Reserve. 


During Annuity payments this year I estimated 
there are approximately forty children of 
school age, who are constantly running around, 
and continually getting into trouble. 


Unfortunately the old school building, that 
was used, formerly, as a combination school 
and residence, is far too small and beyond 
repair. 


I would strongly recommend building a similar 
school to the one the Department built on the 
Pic Reserve. The approximate cost to build 

this school and equip same would be $6,500.00. 


I would suggest that a temporary school be 
opened for the winter months on this Reserve. 
If the Department approve we can obtain the 
services of an Indian on the Reserve as a 
temporary teacher. This man has been fairly 
well educated, having studied for the 
priest-hood, and would answer the purpose 

for the time being. His services could be 
secured for $40.00 per month. 


The cost of re-opening and conducting this 
school would be very small, and would provide 
the children with regular school habits. This 
would be of great assistance for the regular 
teacher if the Department decide to build a 
new school on this Reserve.

General Remarks :- I don't know just what to say about 
the poor man who is teaching here. He evidently is 
trying to do his best, and his results were quite fair, 
but some of the success may be due to his predecessor. 
As already remarked, I shall be better able to estimate 
his worth in the spring. 
He may do well in Indian Schools 
where the pupils are more docile, but would, I fear, 
not be an outstanding success in some of our large city 
schools. For he lacks totally those qualities colloquially 
known as "pep". As noted, he is some fifty years of age, 
and has the manner of one who is just recovering from a 
long illness which has left him a little tired and listless. 
I would suggest that he be left where he 
is until he has had a chance to produce some evidence of 
worth or the contrary. I shall watch him particularly on 
my next visit.

I fear that one eould hardly class Mr. Vesey 
as a teacher of outstanding ability. I believe that 
the Department would have been better advised to have 
dispensed with his services in view of the report upon 
his operations at Mobert. However, the Department having 
kept him on, coupled with his claim to recognition on 
account of overseas service, complicates the situation 
somewhat. 


This much can truthfully be said of him. He 
has very evidently done the best he could and the children do 
show evidences of having derived some advantage in an academic 
way from their contact with him since my last visit. From 
what I could gather at my visit,-I had to remain at Gull 
Bay overnight - he seems to be popular with the adult 
Indians, but, although he sees that the children are 
regular, I have been told that his discipline is a little 
weak. 


So far as academic work is concerned, which, 
after all, is about the only thing one cen determine at 
all safely in the short time available, I should be in- 
clined to grade the school as a little better than a fair 
average school. 


To my mind, best results will not be secured with 


male teachers. I am trying to have the teachers take up 
sewing, darning, cooking and such like activities.

Besides having done well along academic 
lines, the teacher has done particulatly good work 
in the teaching of sewing and cooking - so much so 
that older girls who had left school have returned 
for the lessons in domestic arts. The way in which 
Miss Graham has had her regular pupils; the older 
part-time girls; and the married women, convert 
old worn-out military clothing into worth-while garments 
for wear on the reserve deserves special mention. 


Mr. Agent Burk and I have tried to persuade 
her to return to Gull Bay next year. That she will 
do so, however, is not too certain, since the scarcity 
of oualified teachers is forcing salaries steadily 
upward. 


It is appreciated that it is difficult for 
the Department to interfere with the salary schedule, 
but I was wondering if it would be possible to increase, 
from five dollars to ten dollars, the allowance made 
this teacher for the dispensing of medicines. I may 
say that I enquired as to the amount of time spent by 
Miss Graham in this dispensary work, and was told that 
4t was wnusual if she were allowed to get a full night's 
sleep during the winter, without someone calling for 
medicine or attention. She claims to have spent over 
one hundred hours some months in dispensing medicines 
or visiting sick Indians. This would make her remuner- 
ation for this work about five cents per hour. 


I dislike interfering in the cuestion of 
salaries, as it is none of my business, but having 
watched the work being done by unqualified teachers 
in the cast, where the teachers were really trying 
to do their best but were obviously untrained, I 
would prefer t make it worth while for our trained 
teachers to remain with us.

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When visiting the Gull Bay Neserve 
the Indians asked that the School be re-opened, in fact 
they have been pressing for this for sometime, and one 
has only to visit this reserve to see the necessity for 
it. There are about 35 children of school age running 
around like little wild animals with no restraint upon 
them whatever, and their parente declare they have no 
control over them. The little old building that was 
formerly used as a school house is quite unsuitable to 
re-open a school in as itis much too small and beyond re- 
pair and has no accomodation for a teacher. What is re- 
quired ie a building similar to the one erected this year 
at Heron Bay which combines a School house and Teachers' 
residence, and cost about $5,500.00, and is a credit to 
those concerned in its construction. It has been economically 
built. The cost of a similar building at Gull Bey would 
be somewhat greater ae all materials would have to be 
transported up the Lake from the Railway about 50 miles, 
If the Foreman-Carpenter who built the Heron Bey School 
was given a eimilar job at Gull Bay it would be erected wit! 
due economy as his work proved to be very satisfactory. 


A proper person at this Reserve as Teacher would 
have a good effect upon the Indians generally as they are 
getting rather out of hand, making “Home Brew", etc., and the 
Agent requires some one he can trust to advise him from 
time to time of how the Indians are behaving and to issue 
rations. 

As these Indians live by hunting and fishing their 
children require only an Indian Day School Education,

MEMORANDUM: 413955 


MR. Pedley. 


When on a visit to the Sault laed week I discussed 
with Mr. McMab, Indian Agent, the problem of dealing with 
health matters at Goulais Bay where I understand a school 
has been tuilf® and a school mistress is being appointed. 

I learned from Mr. McNab that a Miss Mallon was applying 
for the situation as teacher and was being offered a salary 
of $650. The school has from 15 to 20 pupils ant there 
are, I understand,a dozen or so families at Goulais Bay. 

It is difficult of access and is proving a very hard place 
to fill. I suggested to Mr. McNab that as the Indians 

of the Goulais band are, like others of the district, 
greatly affected with tuberculosis, it will be very 
desirable to make the teacher a district health visitor

that this view will be approved of. As Mr. McNab is awaity 
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a telegram regarding the matter, I would suggest that he be

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 27th instant enolosing an application from Missa 
Isabelle Peltier for the position as teacher of the Batchewana 
Indian Day School. 


In reply I beg to say that the Department has re- 
ceived no word from Mies Kelly that it is her intention to 
resign the Goulais Bay Indian Day School. As it is not 
likely that she intends to resume her duties, the Depart- 
ment agrees with your onggeet ice that Miss Peltier be 
appointed ae teacher at this point instead of at Bagfchewana. 
The Department will, therefore, approve of her = charge 
of the Goulaie Bay School, with salary at the rate o $500.00 
per annum, together with bomus at the rate of $150.00 during 
the period it is continued to teachers in Indian day nschools. 
This i9 at the same rate ae was allowed her brother when he 
taught at Batchewana, If you have any word from Miss Kelly 
tha’ ehe intends to return, the Department will approve of 
the appointment of Miss Peltier to Batchewans, but, if not, 
you may arrange to have Miss Peltier proceed to Goulais Bay 
and re-open that school as soon as pos ible. It is noted 
that there is a comfortable house at Goulais Bay. 


If any school material is rejuired you should in- 
etruct Mies Peltuer to prepare a requisition and forward it 
to you for transmission to the Department. 


I ehall be pleased to hear yeu from you at 4 later 
date as to the date on which Miss Peltier takes up her duties 
at Goulais Bay.

The Goulaie Bay Indian School iv not in operation, 
there being about 20 children without any echooling. 


No doubt, one of the chief causes is lack of 
teachers. It ie too bad to have children growing uy 
4{lliterate. Would it help in the procuring of teachers 


if the local Clergy were allowed to recommend teachers 
for theete schools’

Mr. J. M. Bennett, Separate School Inepector, has 
strongly recommended that the Goulais Bay Indian Day Sehool be 
re-opened, He states that there are about 20 children without 
any sehooling at this point. It is understood that there is 
a Fesidence Jes a teacher, and that the equipment for carrying 
on the school is complete. 


In December, last, when you visited the Department you 
urged the re-opening of this school under the auspices of the 
Roman Catholic Chureh, I will be pleased if you will take up 
with the resident missionary, the question of obtaining the 
services of a qualified teacher to re-open this echool on or 
about September lst, next. We will be prepared to pay a fair 
salary, depending upon the qualifications Possessed by the 
teacher seoured. 


Kindly give thie matter your eatly attention, and endeavour 
to obtain the services of a suitable teacher, You should con- 
sult the local Roman Catholic Clergy regarding the obtaining of 
the services of a teacher. We are anxious to have thia school re- 
cpened next September, and hope that you will be successful in

I may say that we have 
authorized Mr. Agent Mcliabb to purchase a quantity of supplies 
for the uee of tha teacher's residence, also to have a 
minor repairs carried out to both the echool and 
hope that the agent hae made theee purchases and t 
varioue articlee have been received by you, algo tha 
making arrangements to have the authorized repaire completed. 
je desire to make both the resifence and school as comfortable 
ae poesible before the cold weather sete in; but we regret 
that we are unable to grant an increased ealary at the present 
time. 


‘e cannot approve of the school being conducted on 
baturdays. It would not be fair to the children to aek the: 
to attend on that day and, besides, it ie against our regu! 
atione to allow teachers to teach saturdaye, except in very 
exceptional casee when it ie necessary to maxe up for a 
regular teaching day when the school wae closed for eatiefactor 
reagone. 


Regarding the caretaking, I beg to eay that if you 
will undertake thie work, the vepartment will allow you ealary 
at the rate of $40 per year. Thie will help to augment the 
Salary which you receive ae teacher. fe will inform Mir. Agent 
KGHabb of the amount allowed you for doing the caretaking, 
which will be paid quarterly, upon receipt of vouchere fron him 
for the amount due each quarter at the above rate. 


We hope that you will remain at thie school and that 
conditions will be greatly improved when the euppliee ordered 
A arrive and the few repaire are made.

I have the honour to report that whilst at The 
Goulaie Indian Mission on January 18th anf 19th, I visited 
the echool to check up the attendance of the Children, 


There are 33 pupils attending this sehool, an 
inorease of 3 since the fall, the attendance at this 
school is very good, especially efter taking inte consid- 
eration the bad weather of the past month, when some of 
the smaller children are unable te get out of doors, most 
ef the absentees have been smaller children and a few of 
the larger ones suffering from colds, the average atten- 
dance per day has been around 22. The only children 
absent from causes above mentioned are, John Neveau, the 
son of Alex. Neveau, and Hli Neveau the son of Louis Neveau, 
I warned these people about sending their sons to sehool, 
their excuse being that thay sometime wanted them at home 
te cut wood when the father is away fishing, they however 
promised to send them to school regularaljy in the future. 


The School is in good shape, is clean and warm, 
and the pupils are learning ve well, and there were no 
Complaints from the parents. his school at present is 
the best Indian school in the District.
